POPE'S RULING, 


Orders to Catholic Churches in America 
Looking to Using English In- 
stead of Other Lahguagts, *~‘ >” * 


CHICAGO, May 22.—Information was ob- 
tained to-day that Rome has just trans- 
mitted to the Catholic Church in the United 
States the most s:gnificant ruling of recent 


America. The decision, which has. refer- 
ence to parishes made up of foreigners, is 
literally as follows: 

1. Children born in America of foreign 
parents whose native language is not 
the English, are not obliged when of age 
to become members of the parish to 
which their parents belong; but they 
have the right to join a parish in which 
the jianguage of the country—that is, 
English—is used. 

2. Catholics not born in America, but 
knowing the English language, have the 
right of becoming members of the 
parish in which English is in use, and 
they cannot be compelled to submit 
themselves to the jurisdiction of the rec- 
tor of a church built for people who con- 
tinue to speak the language of a for- 
elen country. 

The evident purpose of Rome is to make 
English the language of the American 
Church as speedily as possible, and thus to 
encourage the development of a spirit of 
more perfect union among the members 
of the Catholic faith. Parishes in which 
a foreign language {s used are tolerated as 
temporary institutions, which will disap- 
pear a8 soon as the conditions making their 
erection expedient will have passed away. 
The present ruling is perfectly consistent 
with the enlightened eye policy adopted 
and followed by Leo XIII.

Cisneros Probably Will Be Chosen 
Again as President of ~~

WASHINGTON, May 22,—A telegram was 
received at the State Department this 
morning from Consul General Lee, indicat- 
ing that the number of Americans in need 
of relief. in Cuba is much larger than was 
‘supposed at first.

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 


It Is in Progress in the Republic of 
Cuba.

NEW YORK, May 22.—A presidential elec- 
tion is in progress in the republic of Cuba 
to-day, but owing to the turbulent condition 
of the island, it has been found impossible 


to choose the new executive by popular 
vote. 

The ciyil condition of Cuba at present ‘s 
simply of necessity. The island is now di- 
vided into four States. Each State has a 
governor, with limited power. The governor 
will consult with other officers of state and 
will appoint delegates to an electoral college. 
This presidential congress will then vote for 
the esident and Vice-President. ‘The 
number of delegates is determined by the 
population of the States. 

Dr. Eusebio Hernandez, one of the most 
prominent ¢andidates for the Presidency of 
the Cuban republic, is regarded with favor 
by his countrymen in America. Of the 
other two candidates, Cisneros and Masso, 
the former is more popular, and the Cubans 
here think he will be elected for another 
term, Masso is now Vice-President. Dr. 
Hernandez is a native of the province of 
Matanzas and is 44 years old. When the 
revolution broke out he went with Garc'a 
on the ill-starred Hawkins expedition. He 
reached Cuba with Garcia on his second ex- 
pedition in the Bermuda. The Cubans of- 
fered him a pipes as representative in South 
America, but he preferred to remain on the 
Island, and accepted the foreign affairs 
portfolio in the cabinet of President Cis- 
néros. He left that office to become private

incident. It adjourned at 10 o’clock, after 
which the immediate witnesses deliberated 
with the seconds of the Duke of Tetuan 
and Senator Comas for an’ hour before the 
seconds decided that under the code duello 
a duel] was unnecessary. 

The Duke of Tetuan has withdrawn his 
resignation on the advice of the Premier,

DECLINE IN SILVER. 


It Has Fallen Greatly in This Country 
and Abroad. 
NEW YORK, May 22.—The Journal this 
morning says: 
Silver bullion has just sold at 60 cents 


per ounce, the lowest point it has ever 
touched. except for a short period in 1894, 
when it sold at 58 cents per ounce. 

The steady decline in silver is attracting 
considerable attention abroad. Paris haa 
been fairly flooded with South American 
dollars, which have been sold as low as 
2 francs 22 centimes for the dollar. The 

rice of silver in the Indian bazaars has 
allen to 76 rupees, the lowest price on 
record. The exchange between London and 
Shanghai has also falien to almost the 
lowest point, and even at the low rate 
China does not absorb a large quantity of 
silver. Dating from the declaration by 
Japan of its intention to abandon the use 
of silver as its standard coinage and go upon 
& gold basis, the price of the white metal 
has been steadily eclining,

RUIZ MURDERED. 


It Is Said Mr. Calhoun Has Informed 
the State Department to 
That Effect. 


CHICAGO, May 22.—A epecial to the 
Times-Herald from Washington, D. C.,says: 
The State Department has received, ac- 
cording to one of the minor officials, a 
semi-official report from Mr. Calhoun, who 
was sent by the President to Havana to 
make a special inquiry into the circum- 
stances surrounding the death of Dr. Ruiz, 
American citizen, in the Guanabacoa jail. 

The report ie to the effect that Dr. Ruiz 
was murdered, though it will be impossible 
to establish this fact to the satisfaction of 
the Spanish Government. 

Mr. Calhoun has read the report of the 
autopsy made by Dr. Burgess, who says 
the wounds in the head could not have been 
inflicted by Dr. Ruiz himself. Dr. Ruiz was 
evidently struck. from behind, probably 
with a bar of iron, which fractured the 
skull and caused hemorrhage. 

The report of Mr. Calhoun, it is said, 
goes further and declares that the Spanish 
officials, instead of doing anything to as- 
sist the investigation, are placing every ob- 
stacle in the way and using every effort t 
so frighten the witnesses that it will be 
impossible to secure full testimony, 

he result, Mr. Calhoun says, will be that 
the United States Government will form an 
entirely different conclusion from _ that 
which will be arrived at by the Spanish 
Government. It is not likely that the offi- 
cial report of Mr. Calhoun will be received 
in he asta ah before the middle of next 
month.

LONDON, May 22.—Queen Victoria’s brief 
visit to Sheffield this afternoon was made 
the’ occasion of a great demonstration of 
loyalty and affection for the venerable 
sovereign. Business was entirely sus- 
pended throughout the day, and through 
the judicious expenditure of $50,000 appro- 
priated by the munic!pal authorities and 


subscribed by the citizens, the smoky town 
was for the time transformed into fairyland. 
Triumphal floral arches spanned @ score of 
streets, and the fronts of business and resi- 
dence structures were almost hidden from 
view by artistic floral designs of bunting. 

Her Majesty and suite left Windsor on 
the new royal train this morning and 
reached the Midland Ratlway station 
shortly after 5 o’clock, Escorted by a de- 
tachment of regulars, a regiment of yeo- 
manry and two companies of the local 
volunteers, the Queen was driven to the 
new town hall. ere, without leaving her 
carriage, she received loyal addresses of 
a from the corporation, the Cutlers’ 

ompany and the town trustees. A key- 
board was then placed in heft lap, a wire 
leading from the doors of the town hall at- 
tached thereto, and with a press of her 
thumb upon the electric button, the big 
doors opened inwardly on their hinges, 
while cannon boomed and the immense 
crowd cheered itself hoarse. 

Although a frequent occurrence in the 
Tnited States, this was the first time that 
the Queen had brought electricity to her aid 
in performing a public funetion, and the 
aged sovereign manifested great interest in 
what she appeared to reg rémark- 
able feat. After declaring the Town Hall 
dedicated, her Majesty was driven by a 
circuitous route to Norfolk Park, where

“NORTH AND SOUTH” FRANCHISE. 
The House of Delegates has passed the 
North and South Railway bill, giving 
this company a fifty-year franchise over 
many streets. For this franchise the 
company obligates itself in the bill to pay 
installments amounting during the fifty 
years to $750,000. ' 
The objection to this franchise is that 
i term is too long. No franchise for 
fifty years ought to be granted by city 
authorities. Long before fifty years have 
passed St. Louis will have over a million 
inhabitants, and franchises that.seem to 
yield reasonable returns to the city now 
willbe seen then to be one-sided. Inven- 
tioh is progressing at such a rate that no 
one can predict what it has in store for 
street car transportation fifty years 
hence. Fifty years ago steam railways 
were comparatively new, and the electric 
street car was not even dreamed of. 

It is more than probable that before 
twenty years have passed thecity will find 
it absolutely necessary to banish surface 
railroads and substitute underground 
ways, as Boston is doing. By that time 
rapid transit will be imperative, because 
of the immense growth of the city. Elec- 
tric cars on the surface will be unequal 
to the demand for speed, and in trying to 
‘eep up with it lives will be sacrificed to 
a greater extent than is now the case. 

The people are opposed to giving away 
the control of the streets for fifty years. 
They have just denounced an attempt to 
grant a franchise of that length in Chi- 
cago, and St. Loults is no more anxious to 
yield up its rights than is Chicago. The 
City Council should amend or kill this 
bill. It is against public interest. 


THE IOWA CAMPAIGN. 

The Post-Dispatch has already referred 
to the fusion arrangements in Iowa which 
contemplate a reaffirmation of the Chi- 
cago platform of last year and the nomi- 
nvtion of a State ticket made up of Dem- 
octats, Populists and silver Republiéans, 

Some discussion as to the various nomi- 
nations appears to have resulted in an 
understanding that the Democrats will 
nominate the candidates for Governor 
and Judge of the Supreme Court, the 
Populists the Lieutenant-Governor and 
Railroad Commissioner, and the silver 
Republicans the candidate for Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction.

SUSPENSION OF SILVER COINAGE. 

The cold standard organs state, under 
misleading headlines and in still more 
misleading editorials, that Peru has 
adopted the single gold standard, What 
has really been done is this: The Presi. 
dent of Peru has suspended silver coin- 
age, as Jefferson once did as President 
of the United Stateb. But as the suspen- 
- gion of silver coinage by Jefferson did 
not establish the single gold standard 
in this country, neither does a like sus- 
pension in Peru establish that standard 
there. The power to resume silver coin. 
age remained in our laws after the sus- 
pension, and it remains in the law of 
Peru. The decree of Peruvian suspen- 
sion after setting out the reason for the 
act, Which is depression in the price of 
silver under the weight of adverse inter- 
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So far as the Boltocrat party of’ 


power take such measures as are within 
its legal faculties.” But it is not within 
the Executive power to demonétize either 
silver or gold, or to make one of them 
the single standard of value. 

A mere executive act suspending the 
coinage of one of the precious metals 
does not make the other the gole mon- 
etary standard. Accordingly, an inor- 
dinate increase in the value of gold and 
corresponding decrease in the value of 
everything measured by it, did not fol- 
low Jefferson’s order of suspension. The 
power to resume silver coinage remained 
with us until destroyed by the Sherman 
demonetization law of 1873. That power 
was partially restored by the Bland-Al- 
lison law of 1878, but that law was re- 
pealed by the Sherman law of 1890, and 
the repeal of the Sherman law left us 
with gold alone as the monetary measure 
of value.

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WANAMAKER WAS RIGHT. 

Ex-Postmaster General Wanamaker, in 
his recent speech said, among other 
things: “Since the outset of the last Pres- 
idential campaign the party, the press 
and the political leaders in general fixed 
the November election of 1896 as the date 
of the beginning of good times.” 

This has set the Republicans and gold- 
bugs vigorously protesting, and the 
Globe-Democrat asks ““What Republican 
leader or Republican paper ever. said 
‘sood times’ would come the day, the 
week or the month after the election?”

Maj, McKinley replied to this, practi- 
cally indorsing the utterance of Editor 
Hopley. Mr. McKinley said: “You could 
not have chosen one of your membership 
to give expression to the sentiments of 
your association more pleasing to me 
than my old and honored friend Mr. Hop- 
ley, whose efforts in behalf of the Repub- 
Hcan party have been unceasing for more 
than forty years.” 

The entire Republican Editorial As- 
sociation, the Republican and goldbug 
leaders, and McKinley himself by his 
tacit indorsement of such utterances as 
that above quoted, led the deluded voters 
to expect the prompt beginning of pros- 
perity all over the country as soon as 
McKinley was elected. It is useless for 
the Globe-Democrat or any of them to 
deny this now.

| Court Reporter Brown’s Politics, 
From the Lebanon (Mo.) Rustic. 

The politics of F, M, Brown, Reporter of 
the Supreme Court of Missouri, are now a 
subject of consideration and discussion by 
Democrats of the State. There will be a 
vacancy in the office in a few weeks and 
Mr. Brown is a candidate for reappoint- 
ment to the position. He was a goldbug 
Democrat during the last campaign and 
aided and encouraged the Bolters’ ticket in 
opposition to the regular Democratic Na- 
tional ticket. Mr. Brown admits that he 
voted the Palmer and Buckner National 
ticket and says he is “not ashamed to 
proclaim the fact to the world.” He claims, 
however, to be a Democrat on the ground 
that he voted the Democratic State ticket, 
That is not sufficient to retain him in good 
standing as a straight Democrat and as an 
office-holder. 

The simple declaration of the individual 
that “I am a Democrat,” characteristic of 
Senator Hill, and imitated by others, is not 
sufficient. There must be better evidence. 
So in the case of Mr. Brown. He candidly 
admits that he did not vote the regular 
Democratic National ticket. That must be 
accepted as the true test of genuine Dem- 
ocracy. On his own. statement Mr. Brown 
is found wanting as a Democrat by his 
course in the last campaign. He had a 
perfect right as a free American citizen to 
vote for Palmer and Buckner or any other 
ticket, but in doing so he forfeited all 
claims upon the Democratic party and can- 
not, under the circumstances, be accepted 
as a member in good standing of the regu- 
lar Democratic organization. 

If he has repented of his act of party dis- 
loyalty in voting for Palmer and Buckner 
and desires to come back to the party that 
has honored and rewarded him he should 
be accepted on probation and received into 
full membership and as a worthy candidate 
for office only after a reasonable and ac- 
ceptable term of probation. He should 
not sooner expect further recognition from 
the Democratic party. ‘ 

Mr. Brown should not be reappointed Re- 
porter of the Supreme Court, on account of 
his antl-Democratic course in the last cam- 
paign. There are several applicants for 
the position who are worthy and well quali- 
fied, and Democrats from principle, under 
all conditions and circumstances. Mr. 
Brown is not. His successor should be a 
straight Democrat and the party will expect 
as much from the Democratic members of 
the Supreme Court.

Money and the Tariff. 
From the New York Journal. 

Young Mr. Vanderlip, the recently ap- 
pointed Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
seems to be a truthful man, a keen ob- 
server of currency matters, but a poor poli- 
tician. 

Being asked by the Journal’s correspond. 
ent, Mr. James Creelman, whether the ex- 
change of Treasury notes and greenbacks 
for gold and the retention of the former 
in the Treasury would not result in the 
contraction of the currency, he responded, 
“Of course it would.” 

This is, we think, the first time so frafik 
a confession has been made by a public 
official in position to speak for his party 
and the Administration he serves. It is of 
importance, not because the Republican 
party will ever avowedly attempt legislation 
for the retirement of the greenbacks, but 
because the tariff policy of that party will 
accomplish the same disastrous end by more 
sinister means. 

A tariff which produces a surplus méans 
the withdrawal from circulation of money 
exactly to the amount of that surplus. 
It injures the people doubly; first by tax- 
ing them on what they have to eat, drink 
and wear; second, by making scarcer, and 
therefore dearer, the money for which they 
sell their labor and with which they pay 
their debts. Whether the money held in the 
Treasury came as payment for gold or in 
payment of taxes, it would be equally with- 
drawn from common use, and as the Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury wisely says, 
its sequestration would result in the con- 
traction of the currency, which means the 
cheapening of labor.

WOMEN HAVE PROPERTY RIGHTS 


Therefore, If Well-to-Do, They May 
Not Look for Support Pend- 
ing Litigation. 


In its anxiety to place women on an 
equality with men, the Missourt Generai 
Assembly has passed numerous laws for 
the benefit of married women holding prop- 
erty. For this they have been applauded 


by the fair sex. 
like many other seeming benefits be- 


stowed upon them by the tyrant man, how-

. his was Mg the theory of the common 
law that when a woman married, whatever 
property she owned or might afterward ac- 
quire became her husband's. 4 

Bince the laws of Missouri have raise 
her from her down-trodden condition and 
given her property rights of her own, this 
presumption can no longer hold. Whatever 
property she may possess is hers alone and 
n usband can lay claim to it. 

Pherefore Mrs. Penningroth, with her 
fortune of $70,000, is not financially help- 
less and is entitled to no relief from her 
husband unti] the case is decided. Alimony 
may be awarded her then. 

The case was remanded, however, be- 
@ cause the daughter of the couple figured 
in the alimony proceedings. Penningroth 
voluntarily allowed his wife to assume the 
support of the daughter, and the Court of 
Appeals holds that he should be compelled 
to contribute to her support. It leaves it 
to the lower court to fix that amount.

CITY CARPENTERS 


MERT DEFEAT. 


LOCAL NO, 4 WINS AGAINST 
THE COUNCIL. 


OPINION BY JUDGE KLEIN, 
Labor Orgentantions Ste the Right of 
Persuasion, but Must Go 
No Further. 


The fight between the Carpenters’ District 
Counci) and local No, 4 of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners of America, which was taken 
into the Circuit Court some time 
ago, resulted in a defeat for the District 
Council] Saturday through an important de- 
cision rendered by Judge Klein. 

There was an effort on the: part of tne 
District Council to secure the. discharge 
from employment of the members of Local 
Union No. 4, a suspended organization; The 
controlling officers of the latter, among 
them Fred Swaine, filed a petition for an 
injunction against President Henry Black- 
more and other officers of the District Coun- 
cil, 

The petition alleged that the District Coun- 
ceil assumed to dictate that no carpenter 
should obtain work in St. Louis who was 
not a member of that organization or re- 
fused to submit to its control, Its mem- 


bers sought to secure the discharge of the 
plaintiffs by declaring them non-union men 
and threatening to boycott their employers. 

Judge Klein grantes a sompecery injune- 
tion and the defendants rested their. case 
on a demurrer to the petition, on. the 
grounds that all the members of the loca] 
union shouid have been joined as plaintiffs 
and that the faets stated did not entitle the 
plaintiffs to relief. 

In a long wriiten opinion egg Klein 
overrules both grounds of the demurrer. 
He states that the plaintiffs, being the con- 
trolling officers, are presumed to have been 
entrusted by the society with power to pro- 
tect it. The acts of defendants assail the 
poctety as a whole, as well as each mem- 


er. 

“In effect,’’ Judge Klein, continues, ‘‘the 
defendants say to the plaintiffs, ‘you must 
join our council and submit yourselves to 
our authority and control, or we will pre- 
vent you from pursuing your trade in St. 
Louis.” Thereby the voluntary association 
ad which plaintiffs belong, is interfered 
wit 


“Under the circumstances the plaintiffs 
must be regarded as trustees, authorized to 
maintain this action. 

“No formal vote conferring the. power to 
institute this suit appears. such were fn- 
dispensable, it might be inferred from the 
circumstances,”’ 

In regard to the second ground of the de- 
murrer, Judge Klein says in effect. 

It is self-evident truth that the pursuit of 
happiness is one of inal'enable rig ts which 
all men are endowed by their Creator. It 
is equally so that this involves the right of 
every person to embrace all the lawful oP: 
porenasseee to labor and earn a livelihood in 

is chosen vocation. When the right is in- 
terfered with unlawfully or without just 
cause, a gr:evious wrong is inflicted. The 
law affords a roman The defendants 
have a right by persuasion to !nfluence the 
plaintiffs to wt the organization which 
they represent and to persuade employers 
not to employ plaintiffs, but have no right 
to go further.’’ 


AGAINST STRAW BONDSMEN. 


Delegate King Has Introduced an Ef- 
fective Ordinance, 


Delegate John A. King of the Fifteenth 
Ward introduced a bill at Friday night's 


meat directed against profess‘onal bonds- 
men. It repeais the section now in effect 
and takes its place. 

The repealed section is embodied in the 
new ordinance, which provides further that 
before any person shall be accepted as 
surety he shall make affidavit stating the 
nature and location of all property owned by 
him, whether encumbered in any manner 
or not, and {if so, for how much, its assessed 
value and whether assessed in his own 
name, The total number of bonds, bail, se- 
curity or otherwise on which he is surety 
and the total amount of such bonds, whether 
any gt of his property is used as a home- 
Stead, and if the total amount of the bonds 
on which such person is- surety equals the 
assessed value of his property after deduct- 
ing the incumbrances and homestead inter- 
est, he shall not be accepted as a surety. 

Any false statement made in such an af- 
fidavit shall constitute a misdemeanor for 
which a fine of from $% to $509 or imprison- 
ment for from 30 days to six months may *%e 
inflicted. 

In addition no such person shall ever again 
be accepted as surety. 

The clerks of the police courts are re- 
quired to keep’a register to be called “bond 
register’ in which shal Ibe enteped daily in 
alphabetical arrangement all bail or appear- 
ance bonds, The entry will include the date 
of the bond, the name or name: of the surety 
the name of the principal and the amount 
of the bond. 

When the oase is disposed of the entry 
“released’’ shall be made “eee the bond, 
and if forfeited that shall be entered. 
ae book is to be always open to inspec- 

on, 


Mr. King says his intention is not to make 
it more difficult for people who get in trouble 
to give bond, but to put a stop to the in- 
discriminate acceptance of bonds which are 
never collected when forfeited,

FIRST WANTED FRESH WATER. 


When They Seek to Profit by the Bel- 
cher Variety Another Change 
Takes Places. 


A curious freak of nature threatens to 
knock the cherished plan of certain officials 
of the Union Depot Street Railway Com- 
pany into a cocked hat. 

Incidentally it is causing a great deal of 
gossip and speculation in the South End. 

The artisian well adjoining the Union 
Depot power-house at Geyer and Jefferson 
avenues is “off its feed,” as a horseman 
would express it. 

The water is still flowing from the ex- 
haust pipe in an uninterupted stream, but 
its character is changing. It is becoming 
fresh. 

The sulpho-saline matter with which the 
water was impregnated up to a short time 


ago is Soarenee in quantity daily and 
experts say that before long the water will 
be as free of mineral and as sweet to the 
taste as that of a country well. 

The well was completed two years ago. 
Except for a few months last summer it 
hae been flowing ever since,the water being 
forced to the surface by a pump. 

It was the company’s original purpose in 

building the well to use the water in their 
boilers. Greatly to their surprise the water 
they struck wae of the “Belcher” variety 
and totally unfit for usa The water was 
pumped into the gutter on Geyer avenue 
and allowed to run into the sewer a block 
away.

Miss Elliott always avoided these services, 
but was persuaded by the evangelist to 
attend one. That evening she was con- 
verted. The good man reassured her that 
she should be saved with all her faults. 
“Just as I am!” she exclaimed. That night 
she wrote one of the most beautiful songs 


of Christendom.

It is not clear just what occasioned the 
writing of “Rock of Ages” by Augustus 
Toplady in 1770. The author was a very de- 
vout man, but withal a bitter sectarian. 
He was especially prejudiced against the 
Methodists, and {it was he who character- 
izer Mr. Wesley as “‘Pope John.” 

‘‘Nearer My God to Thee,” composed by 
Mrs. Sarah F.. Adams of st. John’s Wood 
London, about 1840, is the pure emotion of 
her heart. She had lived amid sickness a/‘l 
her life and she prayed for rest. This beau- 
tiful hymn has been subjected to much 
sharp criticism owing to the omission of 
any mention of the Son. The English Bap- 
tists were so displeased that Rev. Arthur 
Tozer Russell was commissioned to add a 
stanza, which he did. The original was not 
affected, however, as the hymn is univer- 
sally used as it was written. 

“Blest Be the Tie That Binds,” was com- 
posed by Rev. John Fawcett, an Hnglish 
Baptist preacher in 1772. He had been ctiied 
to another pastorate, but his sormSw at 
breaking the old ties was too much for his 
strength, and he remained -g@mong the 
friends of his youth, |

A wagers, for the Post-Dispatch called 
at the Second District Station Friday morn- 
ing. When asked about the crusade of 
cleanliness, Capt. Pickel, who is in charge, 
said: “I have ryvos to do with it. os) 
credit is all due a band of boys in this neigh- 
borhood. It is a fact that the alley runnin 
between Wyoming and Arsenal, and Seventh 
and Ninth streets, was in a horrible condl- 
tion. .Mud was shoe-top deep and in many 
other ways the alley was unfit for publica- 


on. 

“Half a dozen or more youngsters con- 
ceived the idea of making war on the accu- 
mulation of filth. They spoke to me about 
it, and I secured permission for them to 
attach a hose to the fire plug near by. 
From that time on they performed the

Miles gave Hennelly the, fgtal wound, and 
he is in jail charged With the murder. 

On the night of April 28 Charles A. Miles 
and Thomas-‘y, Williame entered James 
Dwyers saloon on Morgan and Fifteenth 


Streets, got drinks and refused to pay for 


them. A fight ensued between them and 
the bartender, Ed Corcoran. J. J. O’Brien 
went to the assistance of Corcoran. 

Corcoran was stabbed in the shoulder 
and on the hand and O’Brien was stab 
in the groin, his wound being serious. 

Patrolman Thomas Hennelly, of the 
Mounted Police District, was passing in a 
street car and hearing the noise, jumped 
from the car and ran into the saloon. 

He tried to stop the fight and was 6o 
badly stabbed that a week later he died in 
the City Hospital. 

Miles and Williame were arrested and at 
the Coroner’s inquest Miles was held for 
murder and Willfams was released. A few 
days later a warrant was issued ent ae 
Miles with murder in the first degree an 
the Grand-jury tndicted him. 

Friday Judge Zachritz was surprised by 
receiving the indictment against illiams. 
He acted immediately and ordered that a 
caplas issue. 

illiams has a room over the saloon at 
the notheast corner of Fourteenth and Mor.- 
gan streets, but he could not be found Fri- 
day. A search of 1500 Franklin avenue was 
made, but he was not there. That is where 
a young woman lives with whom Williams 
is said to be intimate. 

The police .of the Fourth District were 
notified, and Capt. Joyce promised to have 
his officers keep a lookout for Williams. 

It is not thought that he has left the 
city, as since his discharge by the Coroner 
he has though he was entirely out of the 
trouble,
